To the Brethren Church at Nick- 
erson, Kana:— Another yew hw 
pafH«(i, Hini oar record in tbe 
book of life, whether good or 
evil, is made. 

Daring the year of 1886, I 

preached about 110 sermons ; 68 

in the home oharoh, 4 of which 

were taneral services ; to the 

Brethren at Little River, in Rice 

county, 42 sermons, and 5 abroad. 

During the year there were 14 

accessions ; 18 by confession and 

baptism and one by relation; 

and one, our beloved brother 

Upton 11. Blucber, has crossed 

the silent river, to join the saint* 

ii eternal light 

Four waYa added to the church 
at Little River, 3 by relation and 
one, a minister, restored. We 
elected one deacon, brother John 
H. Lauver, now at Hartland, 
Kansas. 

The pastor's total receipts 
from the Brethren church at 
Nickerson (Christopher included) 
was $72,04 with a balance of 
$10 subscribed unpaid. Ro- 
de ved from the Brethren at 
Little River $22.60, with a bal- 
ance of $8 subscribed unpaid. 
Total received $94.54. Unpaid 
balance, $18. 

The condition of the church is 
better than it was at the begin- 
ning of the year ; but not as good 
as it has been duriug a part of 
the year. Greater activity by 
awaking to duty all along the 
line is needed, and to attain this 
desirable end, I recommend the 
following measurers to your 
prayerful consideration and ac- 
tion: 

let The election of another 
deacon at our next regular church 
council. Adopted. 

2nd. That we ask our deacons 
to hold regular elated meetings, 
either tor prayer and social meet 
ings or preaching, or both as 
the Lord may give them ability 
to do. Adopted. 

3rd. That we organize Sunday 
schools and Bible classes, for the 
study of God's word, as record- 
ed in the gospel of Christ, which 
is our only creed and discipline. 
Adopted. 

4th. That we complete our 
church organization, by naming 
or electing permanent trustees. 
Amended as follows I That we 
complete our oh arch organiza- 
tion by electing three trustees at 
our next regular church council 
meeting. Adopted. 

5tli. That we secure the ser- 
vices of a pastor for the first six 
months of this year at least ; for 
I cannot (in justice to myself and 
family) nil the regular appoint 
men la as heretofore. Tabled in- 
definitely. 

6th. That we hold onr love 
teaet once per each quarter ; 
alternately, between the north 
and south ends, or Nickerson and 
Christopher. Adopted. 

7th. That we call on the State 
Evangelist tor the state of Kan- 
sas, to look after the scattered 
members of the Brethren church 
in Southwestern Kansas, and 
preach for them as early in thie 
year a« is possible. Adopted. 

8th. That we favor and wilt 
support any discreet measure to 
place an evangelist in the field 
to labor exolurively outside of 
organized Brethren churches. 
Adopted. 

9th. Thanking you all for the 
many kindnesses shown me dur- 
ing the past yesr, I shall ever 
remember you with tenderest 
Christian love. And I herewith 
tender you my resignation as 
pastor. Accepted and adopted . 
Jacob w. Bur, Pastor.

The completion of the Liek 
Observatory marks an important 
epoch in the history of astron- 
omical observation. The lenees 
for the great telescope were made 
at Cembridgeport, Mass., and 
are the largest and most perfect 
ever manufactured. The ob- 
servatory is built on Mount Ham- 
ilton, of the Pacific Coast Range, 
in Santa Clara County, thirteen 
miles from San Jose California, 
on a plateau 450 feet in length 
by 225 in width, some 4,400 feet 
above *ea level, and contains the 
largest telescope in the world. 

James Lick emigrated to Cal- 
ifornia in 1847 from New York, 
where he had been engaged in 
the manufacturing of pianos, 
taking with him the sum ot 30,- 
000, which he invested there in 
Real Estate, and its rapid ad 
vance in value made him wealthy. 
In 1874 he placed hie entire 
property into the hands of trus- 
tees, to be devoted to public and 
charitable purposee. 700,000 was 
bequeathed for the observatory 
referred to in thie article, 160,- 
000 for tree public baths in San 
Francisco, and 540,000 for a 
school to be called the California 
School of Mechanical Arts. For 
himself he reserved 500,000, and 
gave his son 150,000 and each of 
his relatives sums varying from 
2,000 to 5,000.

The House bill to amend an act to 
prohibit the importation and immi. 
giatton of foreigners end aliens under 
contract or agreement to perform la- 
bor has been passed by the Senate 
without amendment. 

The Senate passed two Important 
bills, on Feb. 7th, for the encourage- 
ment of the manufacture of steel tor 
modern army and navy ordinances, 
armor, shafting, snd other naval pur- 
poses. 

The govern ment of the city of Brook- 
lyn hu become notoriously bad that 
the legislature of the state has ordered 
"an investigation Into the administra- 
tion of every department" to see 
"whether early and efficient legislation 
may be had to prevent the repetition of 
Irregularities and punish crimes." 

Fine rains have been falling in Cali- 
fornia, and the farming community 
are having their languishing hopes re- 
rived.

The Trade Dollar will be redeemed, 
dollar for dollar, at the U. S. Treasury. 
A great Qre broke out In Augusts, 
Ga., on February 2nd, burning several 
large stores, a theatre, and damaging 
two hotels. The total loss amounted 
to *1S8,000. Two-thirds covered by 
insurance. 

One 'of the most creditable actions of 
the present Congress was the passage , 
Inst week, of tbe Chinese Indemnity 
Bill. The bill, as passed in tbe first 
place by the Senate, left the emountrof 
the indemnity to be determined by a 
commission to be appointed by the 
President, stipulating only that the 
sum total should not exceed $U 0,000. 
The House amended the hill by appro- 
pialing jl 17.750 directly, without refer 
ence to a commission, and the Senate. 
afterward, at tbe request of Mr. Ed- 
munds, accepted the amendment with- 
out a division. 

There is a bill before Congress to 
change the date of the day for tbe In- 
angulation of Preside nta. There are 
many objections to (he fourth of March,

Twenty live thousand of the 73,000 
prisoners coniined in Jaili throughout 
India will be released to day aa an act 
of clemency to commemorate the ju- 
bilee of Queen Victoria. 

The Governor of Iowa issued a proc- 
lamation Tuesday forbidding the im- 
portation of cattle fniiii Illinois. 

Mrs. Eunice Darling.of Heraey.Mo., 
aged 101 years, knits a pair of stockings 
every day and attends to her household 
duties 

A document baa been presented to 
the King of Sweden containing 136,694 
signatures to a petition for the sup- 
pression of obscene literature. , 

The Alabama House of Representa- 
tives has passed a bill making the 
keeping or a gambling house a felony, 
punishable by Imprisonment In tbe 
penitentiary. 

The sale of liquor has been prohibit- 
ed on property owned by the Northern 
Pacific Railroad by order of lis presi- 
dent Robert Harris. His wife Is said 
to have inspired the order. 

On January 31st the lower house of 
tbe Texas Legislature adopted the joint 
resolution proposing to submit a pro- 
hibition amendment to tbs constitu- 
tion, by a vote of 80 yeas to fl nays. 

Ono year ago North Yakima, Wash- 
ington Territory had nineteen saloons ; 
now it has none, all due to the whits- 
ribbon women of the town, who have 
labored Incessantly to uproot tlie sa- 
loons. 

The State of Vermont has 70,000 
youth in her public schools, and the 
legislature has appropriated $6ff,000 to 
distribute text-books for Instruction In 
scientific temperance, and contracts 
for furnishing such books have been 
awarded.
